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Rievaulx Abbey was founded in 1131 by Walter Espee, 
for a body of Cistercian monks. The' greater part of the 
building is in ruins, but portions of the choir, cloisters, gate¬ 
house, etc. remain and form one of the most beautiful Early 
English ruins extant. 
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
